Tbe Uisiiliitioii of the U. S. Congress 
on thu Coiili'derncy of the Brilisb 
American i'roviiicesi 

Tbo lalo telegraphic doBputch from 
Wttsltington, is not very slttrlling ; 
novorlholefls, tbo report preaontetl to 
Oongrous by Mr Banka, from the Ooiu- 
mittee of Foreign Afl'uirH, is ii doou-i 
mont that will draw (onli iniuiy and 
varied comments from iho poUtieal 
oircioB of Europe. Its protonlious- 
neaa is not small. A review of an 
essay attribatod to Mr Froud (In 
Frazer'a Magazine), wiio baa been 
rating England lor lier proclivities 
towards legitimacy, asks, will ho 
liberate or will ho prefer to annex ono 
after the other of the American Ilc- 
pablioB, as he has done Oalifornia and 
Texas, and will ho try to ' bono ' 
Canada ? or as proselytes to the great- 
est zealots, will ho begin by restoring 
aolf-govornment to the Southern 
Stales ? The roaolutioo is worth re- 
printing, it declares : 

» Tbui the pccple of the Uiiiled States 
cannot regard llio proposed cunfeiloriilioii 
of the provinces on \\\a norihom Iroiilier 
without exireina Boliciiudo. A coiifidLTa- 
tioo of Btaiei, extending Irom ocean to 
ocean, without cunsultiii}; the penplo 
o( theee provinces, lounded on mon- 
archicBl prinoi|)lt's, cunnol be considered 
Olberwise tlmn lu u coniravention ol the 
tradiliona iitid Iho coiisliinlly declared prin- 
ciples (f this govcrninunl that will eidiiniitr 
most importuiit lulerBsts, uud tend to in- 
crease uod perpetoste embarruasinenis which 
tbe governments were already diecusjing 
Passed without a divlsiun." 
It is asked what right tho people of 
the United Stales have to assume that 
•their " trjadiiions" and *• declared 
principles" should influonee, in any 
degreo, the parties interested in this 
grand echemo — tho oonfuder tion ot 
the North American Provinces. Now 
to thV .law and to the testimony. It 
we trace back to tho origin of the 
law of nulions" wo find that man 
was iormed fjr Bocioty, and, as is 
demonstrated by iho wniers on this 
flubjocts, is noiiher capablo of living 
alone, nor i-idoed has ho llio courage 
to do it. JIdwovlt, as it is impossible 
lor tho whole raco of niankiiiJ to bo 
united into ono great society, they 
must necessarily divide into many,

in tho other, caiinot bo dictated by 
any, but depontis entirely upon tho 
rules of natural law, or upon mutual 
compacts, treaties, leagues and agree- 
ments between those several com- 
munities ; in tbe coostruotion also ol 
which compacta wo have no other 
rulo to resort to but tho law of nature 
and reason, being those only to which 
all tho cominunitios are equally 
subject; but such rules and laws must 
necessarily result from those prin- 
ciples of natural justice ia which all 
tho loi»rned of every nation agree, 
are equally conveiaant, and to which 
they are equally sulijecl. Such U the 
law of nations. Wo arc, Lhereiuro, 
naturally ltd to enquire — when one ot 
the family of nations puts forlh Huch 
a manifesto as tho ono quoted above — 
what distinclivo rights of the people 
of the United States would be in- 
fringed upon it tho Confederation 
scheme wero an accomplished fact 't 
Will it bo in '« contravention" of any 
mutual compact, treaty, league or 
agreement between tho States and 
Groat Britain ? The answer is, tliere 
bus been no treaty upon tho subject 
ccnHcquently there can be no viola- 
tion of conditions. Tho rosohuion 
stales that liio action talcea with 
regard to the Coiirederation, " with- 
out consultiny tho peoj)lo ot the 
United Hlates, cannot he coii.'^idured

nature or in reason. It, no doubt, i"* 
pleasing to tho vanity of a " laina. 
tion" gi oat but young people ; but in 
the carrying out of tho principle many 
serious obstacles may ari.se. It is not 
surprising that a Confederation of tho 
Pr(.vinces should bo regarded with 
" extreme solicitude" by tho Govern- 
ment of tho United Slates. Tho Cana- 
dians "asked for a fish, they gave 
thotn a serpent." They desired reci- 
procity, it was declined by the people's 
representatives, and, instead, tho 
aliens, who « foster that bitter hate" 
against everything British, and who 
wore, and are ooantenanced by many 
AmerioaoB, sent a marauding party 
of Fenians to kill, burn and destroy 
the people and the property of the 
Provinces. What sympathy onn there 
bo expected botwoon loyal Canadians 
and a neighboring nation who harbor 
swindling ruffians under tbo hopeless 
pretext of hunting down the British 
Lion and rescuing tbe Emerald Isle 
from his claws. The reception by tho 
President, if it did tako place, ol the 
Fenian deputation, who desired to bo 
recognized as " bolligorents by tho 
Government of the Uni tod Stales, was, 
oven as a piece of political clap-trap to 
gain votes, insulting to England and 
tho Provinces. If Jingland had ro- 
co>rnized the bolligcreut riglits of tho 
Southern States when at war with the 
i^orlh, matters might havo taken a 
dilleroiit turn ; but no more of that, 
ilowever, those members of tbe Coniw 
mitteo of Foreign Affairs who patrou'- 
izo Fenians must support their " ox. 
treme solioiludo" with what conscience 
they may, and rest assured that their 
consent will not be required in " tbo 
consummation most devoutly to bo 
wished for" — the Confederation of the 
British North American Provinces.

Hod DcCoemos suppojt'ed the resolutions 
pariicularly io fetation to additional Jnslico 
of the Peace. There was no maRistrato 
withiu 80 miles of Comoi, and there were 
several persuiis in thut viiinity quitij conipo- 
teut lo undertake tho duties. There was 
Salt Spring Island, also ouo of the most 
important ol tbe outlying districlf, also with- 
out a magislrBla, and at Cowlcban the only 
mngialtate resided 21 miles from a portiuu 
of the (tislrict under his jurisdiction. 

Hon O'lU'illy hud uo objection to the tirat 
part of the resolution, but in respect to tho 
lait ho Was oonviiicud thut it was impracti- 
cable.

In the evecl 
ol ihu grouud at Tranquil and tbe vicinity 
turning out rich, there would bo a resort to 
bowiu knives and pistols owing to the ab- 
seiico of reooida. 

Hon Cox — Incase of disputes as to the 
records thu clei k is called to give evidence 
as to wntiii!; every copy bBuriuj,' his 
name, ibis ol course would nut bo done il 
perroua were nppoiuled as proposed. 

Hun Bull wua opposed lo such appoint- 
ments when there was only a trail to Tran- 
quil, mioets came dowo to mako their records 
uud he never heard any complaints from 
them about hardship. Ho agreed wilh ttie 
(juld Coinmi.'sioiiors on the utlior side ot 
the House lhat it would cause great irru;;u- 
larily in iho records, particularly as i^uch 
persons Would not uiulorstand Ihu workint: 
ol the mining laws. He was in favor of tho 
lirst part of the resolution, and be believed 
lhat the tJovernment had shown every dis- 
position to appoint Justices ol the Peace; 
bui whore sucli an apfiointtnent was uQered, 
it was Irequently leluseil. 

Hud Tiuich — The posilion io relation to 
mining claims was tho same bp in the record- 
ing; of preemptions, and ho knew that cuch 
appointments could not be inaiio to work in 
that respect. Ilsuoh a p^sleni wua altoinpl- 
ed the dillorerit tiislriets would have 10 be 
subdivideo into separate departmeats iovolv- 
ii:g too much complicatioa. 

lion CroBie — It was esseotlally necessary 
that none but competent persons were 
entrusted wilh the administration of the 
mining; laws, the hon meinber must be aw.ire 
of lhat fact. There would be no harm in 
ealliii^ the aiientiun of Government lo the 
e.xislencd of such u wan'; but such appoint- 
ments as those sujcgested by the list part ol 
the resolution was quile impracticable; G iv 
eroment had alwiys been anxious lo appoint 
Justices cf the Peace wherever possible. 

Hon Sanders — A part ol llio country al- 
luded to by Ihe hon member for Columbia 
came within his (hon Sanders') own districi, 
uod he bod never obrcrved any discunleut. 
Giving power to such pciaonti as those BUj<;- 
irested to record claims would be moat ob- 
jectionable. 

Hon Rcilly — In Ihe winter of'G'2 and 
'63 a eonptable at the Mouth of Quesnel, and 
cue at Williura'a Luke, hud been each em- 
powered to record claims, and on tho books 
being brought up to Williams (Jreek in the 
spring; were found lo be in complete confusion 
giving rise lo endless disputes. 

Hoo Franklyn — In rehaion to Justices rl 
Ihe Peaca many on the Island refused to act 
because of tbe expense. He wi.shed lo un- 
point a constable at Uomox, but ho could 
not find any one who would fill the ollice. 

Hou 'Smith — It depended entirely upon 
whether the aortriiinent wag prepared to lose 
all tile fees (or record Ing and lieeocCB, OF ap, 
[Kiiiit aoniu rpipi'ClabIc ptTSon to recoivo them; 
lliu iniiiefti, r;it!iMr tlinn ^;o a [j-cut (iift;inec to 
recoril, wuiiM take Ibi'ir cli;uicos. lb' diil 
not say there was any d isi-oiil en t, lie loiTi'ly 
said tliero was (,'reat ineonveiiieiice. Toe 
w.iiit of innjiirlrales was very iiiiiatisfiu'.lurv 
lo settlers und they had a ri^ht to duaminl 
that they (tho mapistrntesj should bo pro- 
vided. A dilliculty had occurred at Shuswiip 
that might have led to a serious breach of the 
peace had soiae one not stepped up and setiletl 
it. Tho rarity of such occurrences (peaks 
well tor the people, but tbe most peaceable 
people had their diirerencos. 

Hon Birch— The only person io that vicinity 
thut he knew of was Gu|)t, Mofiut, and he bad 
Ijeen appealed to and had declined tbo olTice 
of.Iiislicc of the I'eace. 

Hon Wouil — Tlie a|ipoinlmpiit of persons to 
rerord cluiias would enase serious dillirully 
Ijotli to miners and Government. The miners 
would not like it ibemselves. 

The resolutiou was then pat to tbe vote and 
lost. 

Hon Robson wished Iba names taken in 
orditr to let the public know who wore op- 
|)Osi'd to lueb ndessary measures. 

lion Wood— There was no iiecesaity for 
such olfensivB allusions to tho voto, 

lion Ilobson did not see why special excep< 
tioos should bo made in relation to takiaf; thu 
naiuca. 

Hon Crease — Tho hon member for New 
Westminster hud coupled his request that the 
names might be taken with words that savored 
ot intimidaimn. No doubt tbe hon member 
was moved by the best Intentions, but such 
language was out of place. 

Hon RobsoD — It was mere childishness to 
talk of intimidation.

WHS Oalifornia hurley. It would only retpiire 
200 ibs, of Island barley, as it was so much 
richer io saccbiirine matter. 

Hon Helmcken — The Vancouver Island bar- 
ley was larger and better than anything ei cr 
seen of tho kind, hut whether hcor could lie 
brewed out of 200 lbs. lhat anybody could 
drink he did not know. He did know the, 
sirengUi likad by hon iiiagislrate furNaniiimo, 
for his part ho liked good strong ale, The 
placing such a clause in tbo glutuUi book 
would do n gro it deal of good und cieutu ii 
stimulus to the manufacture, as well as to the 
spread uf cultivailon, 

Hon Macdonald supported tbo motion, bnt 
thought tbo drawbaok abonld not extend to 
I what was consamed by the navy. 

Hon Soutligate wos under the Impression 
that tho drawback wua allowed in JOnghuid, 
hut would not bo sure. 

Hon Franklyn — If tho drawback was al- 
lowed il iniKht bo rclunded. 

Hon Voung proposed that, the privilege bo 
grunlod till alst Uocuuihor next, so that tho 
farmers would not be disoouraged from tbo 
impresaioii that tbo proteotioa would be taken 
from thom. 

Hou Ilolmcken — There would bo plenty of 
barley grown on tbe Island, but not enough 
this spring.

Hon Crease asked leave to introdudo Ports 
of Bntry bill. Leave granted. 

Hon Southgato naked leave to introdnco an 
ordinance to extend tbo county courts ordi- 
nance of British CnlBmbiai 18GG, over Vun- 
ciiuvor Island, lo eiMible small dobia to bo 
recovered ul Nunuiino, Under tho present 
Bysteiu the inhubilaiits of Nanairao found it a 
serious ineoiivenienoo in being compelled to 
go down lo Victoria with their witnesses when 
they wanted to recover stnall debts; in many 
ciises they preferred forej^oing iho debt rather 
than anbniit lo the trouble and expense of a 
J' urney lo Victoria. There might be some 
ud\aiuu;;o in iidoiilinjr either tho British 
Columbian or Yuaeouver Island Acts but ho 
trusted thdt the Attorney General and tho 
Solicitor Qeberal wbuld arrange for the adopt 
tion of the best of tbo two.

Hon Young— The law ho referred to was 
not ri'iiealcd and of course vtaa in force. 

H'lii Ball— The BriUsb Oolumbiito la.W3 ex- 
tended tbo jurisdiction to $B00, it bad worked 
well in tbo outlying distriicts On the mainland 
and would net equally WoU on the Island.

ordinances. 

lion Vounnr— Tho Hon Attorney General 
wus in error in supposing ihul the Governor 
had not the power to create judges of the 
Cocnty Courts.

Under the British 
Columbia Act, County Conn Judges hud 
power to issue capiases; such a power ho 
thought was a great injury to tbe community.
